Following is the full text of the 


bill passed by the present Legisla- 
ture and signed by Governor Tener 
April 17, 1913: 
1 


Section 1. 
Be it enacted, etc., 
That from and after the passage of 
thig^act, it shall be unlawful for any 
person residing within this Common- 
wealth to hunt for wild birds or wild 
animals protected by the game laws 
of^this Commonwealth, with firearms, 
or with a device of any kind propell- 
ing with force a leaden or metal pel- 
let^or bullet; or, except in the de- 
fense of/person or property, to shoot 
at or kill, or pursue with intent to 
take, 'kilfr or wound, any such wild 
birds or wild animals found within 
this Commonwealth; 
without iirst 
securing a license to so do,-in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this act. 
'- Section 2V Wb.ene.yer the word 
^'person," Is "used in this act, -such 
-word -shall be taken to include" every 
person. All words or terms in this 
act which refer to persons in, the- 
singular number shall be.taken .to in- 
clude the plurar-number." All w,ords 
of the plural number shall include 
the "singular number, and all words 
'of the masculine gender shall be 
taken to include, the feminine gen- 
der.Section 3. 
For the purposes of 
this^act any person born in the Uni- 
ted states of America; or any ^person' 
fully naturalized -under the laws of 
the United States, or the son of any 
such naturalized person, under the 
age of twenty-one years, who has 
been a bona fide resident of this Com- 
monwealth for a period cff thirty 
days next preceding his application, 
shall be entitled to the license here- 
in referred to, upon the further ful- 
fillment of the requirements of this 
act.Section 4. Each and every resi- 
dent of- this Commonwealth—such 
resident being a citizen of the United 
States—upon application made, 
ally or in writing/ to any coanty 
treasurer within the Comfcuunwealth, 
and the presentation, e/f "proof that^ he 


_j§_ a, cjtizjafeof .£he TJWted States and 
a bonlf fideresiueat ,6f this Co"mmon-- 
wealth under the requirements of 
this act, and' the payment to said 
county treasurer of one dollar, shall 
be entitled what is herein designated 
as a "Resident Hunter's License," 
and a ttg with the number of the 
license thereon: Provided, That no 
person, under the age of 16 years shall 
be entitled to or receive such license, 
without presenting a written request 
therefor, bearing,the signature of his 
father or mother, or his legally con-, 
stituted guardian:. Provided further, 
That no person under fourteen years 
of age shall he (granted a', license.' 
Said license shalj Jae ,issued oil a form 
prepared and supplied by the1 Board 
of Game Commissioners, Jat the cost 
of the Commonwealth. Such license 
shall bear a description of the "per- 
son applying for the same, with the 
date of its issue',- and shall authorize 
the-person named therein to use legal 
firearms for the purpose of hunting 
L and killing any'of the wild animals or 
game-birds protected by the .laws of 
this Commonwealth, under the re- 
strictions and requirements of exist- 
ing'laws,-during that year, the date 
of which is inscribed thereon. Said 
ceriifieate shall become void upon 
-&t\ thrrty-first day of December next 
following the date of issue. 
The 
Ganjie Commission shall also furnish 
f reett of charge, and the county treas- 
ure tehall issue, with each license, a 
tag wearing the license number, in 
figuriJBs at least one inch in height, 
whicm tag said licensee is required 
to disilplay on the back of the sleeve, 
between the elbow and'the shoulder, 
in suciV a manner that the figures be 
visible t< at all times while hunting: 
Provided, That it shall be lawful, un- 
der thewprovisions of this act, for any 
justice '«U the peace within this Com- 
monweamth, who has qualified there- 
for by Waving applied to the county 
treasurer of the county in which he 
is locate®, and having received and 
receipted! for necessary blanks and 
tags, to ilssue a resident hunter's li- 
cense and\ tag, on like conditions and 
in like manner as prescribed for the 
issuance o>f licenses by any county 
treasurer, \upon payment, of fifteen 
cents to saJd justice by the said li- 
censee, in additiok to the other dol- 
lar prescrmed as\ the cost of said 
license; sai<3 fifteep cents to be re- 
tained bysgiid justice of the peace as 
his feeJ®Pwe issuance of said license 
and reporting the game, and remit- 
ting payment1 theref&r to the county 
treasurer 
of the cqiinty in which

REPLICA OF OI/D WAGON 


Arrived in Bedford Monday—Expects 


to Reach Erie June 3O. 


On Monday morning a replica of 


the old wagon, which carried pow- 
der from Wilmington, Del., to Com- 
modore Perry on Lake Brie one fiwfa- 
dred years ago, arrived here. 
This wagon, resembling tbe typ« 


of prairie schooner, is loaned the Du- 
Pont people by a farmer residing ifc. 
Lancaster County, Pa., carries dum- 
my kegs of powder and the following 
inscription: 
"Carrying DuPont pow- 
der to Perry; Wilmington, Del., to 
Erie, Pa, 1813-1913." It is drawn 
by six gray horses, with a former 
army teamster as driver, accompa- 
nied by a veteran. Four cavalrymen 
in the uniform of a century ago, al^o 
accompany them. 
In the journey a, 
century ago the wagon carried «ix 
and one-half tons of DuPont powder 
which, after many trials was deliv- 
ered to Perry and obtained victory 
for American arms. 
The party left Wilmington on June 


2, and, covering the five hundred 
miles of the original route, expects 
to reach Brie by June 30. Tbe cen- 
tenaiy celebration will be held July 
6-12

Frost Effects 


Specimens of branches 
of 
tsSSft 
trees being sent by mail to State 
Zoologist H. A. Surface at Harris- 
b'u'rg, at the'present "time show more 
injury "by frost effects than by any 
other cause or combination of causes. 
All such, twigs show that the leaves 
have turned dark or brown, and have 
shriveled or become colored and the 
fruit is dwarfed, or rudimentary. It 
looks very much like the disease 
commonly called Fire blight or Black 
blight, but it differs from this in 
the fact that the leaves are not so 
dark in color, but shriveled and 
wrinkled, and the wood is not so 
dark. 
Also in the frost injury the 
line between the injured and living 
wood is not sharply marked, where- 
as in blight injury there is generally 
a sharply marked line between the 
dead and the live bark. 


There is a universay complaint, 
not only over Pennsylvania but over 
most of the States of the TTnion, to 
the effect that injury by the freezing 
of May 10th was unusually severe. 
One gentleman in York County re- 
ported, that he expected a crop of five 
thousand bushels, but under 'the cir- 
cumstances, lost the entire crop, and 
will not have a peck of apples in his 
orchard. 
Many have reported more 
or less injury in their orchards, while 
some of .the advanced fruit growers, 
who have pruned and sprayed and 
kept their trees , vigorous, will have 
two-thirds of a regular crop. 
This 


means, of course, imprdved quality 
of fruits because of the reduced 
numbers. 


'Frost injury demands no special 
attention on the part ot- the grower 
further than keeping the trees in 
good condition, so that they will out- 
grow. 
It is not blight, and will 
not change to blight. 
It does not 


continue to infect and injure the 
trees, as does blight. A twig that is 
blighted retains the germs of the dis- 
ease within the wood and bark, and 
these germs will live to continue to 
work downward beneath the bark 
and extend the blight.

not necessary to cut off and burn 
twigs injured by Jrnst, it i« advisable

Reports of department heads show 


a studied effort to disguise the actual 
purposes for which state money is 
a'skjjd. 
, For instance, the Agricultural De- 
partment admits that of the $30,000 
feed stuff appropriation it wants $25,- 
885.75 for salaries and expenses of 
agents.

in Kentucky. 


Natural Bridge, Ky., June 16. 


This is my first visit to "this won- 


derful place. 
'Tis 133 miles from 


Cincinnati, in the wild and rugged 
mountains of this world renowned 
state. The route is a very attractive 
one, skirting for miles the banks of 
the Licking River, winding hither and 
thither as does the river, then it 
leaves the river and branches off 
through the eastern portion of the 
world's famous blue grass section. 


There are a number of natural 


bridges that I Imow of and one natur- 
al tunnel, but this is one of the great- 
er natural wonders of America.

huge arch, over a hundred feet in 
the clear, supported

Every justice of the 
peace spall deliver the book or books 
from w\hich he has issued licenses, 
together with the stubs therein prop- 
erly filleP out and showing the names 
of each yicensee and the number of 
the license issued to him, to the 
treasurer\ of his .county during the 
month of yanuary of each year. 
Section \ 5. 
Any citizen of 
the 
United States, resident within this 
Commonwtplth, who shall, excepting 
in defense l°f person or property, at- 
tempt through the use of a gun or 
mechanical 'jdevice, before described 
in this act, no hunt for, or to take or 
wound or krU, any of the wild birds 
or animals protected by the laws of 
this Commotowealth, without first 
being possessed of a "Resident Hun- 
ter's License,'\ lawfully issued to him 
in his name, s'pall be liable to a pen- 
alty of twentj£ dollars for each_ of- 
fense; and eacfji day upon which said 
gun or device PS used shall be con- 
sidered a separate and distinct of- 
fense: Provided! That nothing in this 
act shall be construed to prevent any 
citizen of the Unlited States, residing 
within this Comn»onwealth from hav- 
ing a gun in his mome, or from using 
such gun in defense 01C either person 
or property; or \\from "shooting at 
targets; ' or 
fromft hunting for 
or 
shooting at, in anyftplace in this Com- 
monwealth, anything not protected 
by the laws of thisT Commonwealth; 
or to prevent any btfcua fide owner or 
any bona fide lesseel ot lands within 
this Commonwealth,! or any member 
of the family of suc'yi owner or les- 
see,' such person beiPS a citizen of 
the'United States, residing upon and 
cultivating lands in Uhis Common- 
wealth, from hunting Yhereon, or, by 
and with the consent \o£ the owner 
thereof, from hunting ulPon the lands 
immediately adjacent *rnd connected 
with his own lands,—without sefcur- 


ing the license provided for by this 
act; it being" distinctly understood 
that no right is conveyed by this act 
to hunt upon either private or public 
property in this Commonwealth, con- 
trary, to the wishes of those who may 
own br control such property. 


Section 6. For the purpose of this 
act, the fact that any person shall 
be found in possession of a gun, or 
of a mechanical device of any de- 
scription possessing the power to 
propei with force a leaden or metal 
bullet or pellet, either 'in the field, 
in the forests or on the waters of this 
Commonwealth, shall be considered 
prima facie evidence that such per- 
son is 'hunting; and shall render him 
liable to display his license tag as 
aforesaid, and to show his "Resident 
Hunter's License" to any officer of 
this Commonwealth, whose duty it is 
to protect the game and wild birds 
of the Commonwealth, or, upon de- 
mand by the owner or the lessee or by 
the employee or representatives of 
such owner or lessee, upon whose 
lands such person may be found in 
this Commonwealth; and for refus- 
ing or neglecting to comply with 
such request, such person, neglecting 
or refusing to display his license tag, 
as aforesaid, and exhibit his "Resi- 
dent Hunter's License," shall, upon 
conviction, be liable to a penalty of 
twenty dollars; and the fact that any 
person may be found upon the high- 
ways of this Commonwealth, in pos- 
session of a gun and the dead body 
of any bird or animal protected by 
the laws of this Commonwealth, shall 
be considered prima facie evidence 
that such person is hunting; and such- 
person, upon demand made by any 
officer of the Commonwealth whose 
duty it is to protect the wild birds of 
the state, shall be required to display 
his license tag, as aforesaid, and ex- 
hibit his "Resident 
Hunter's Li- 
cense," and for refusing -to so do 
shall, upon conviction, be liable to s 
penalty of twenty dollars: Provided, 
That in all cases of arrest for viola- 
tion of any of the provisions of this 
act, except where the dead body of 
any game bird or animal is found in 
possession of the accused, the affidavit 
of any person, charged with such 
violation, denying the charge made, 
shall, in ev^ry instance, over balance 
what is termed "prima facie evi- 
dence" in any of the provisions of 
this act; and that all penalties col- 
lected shall be paid into the State 
Treasury, to be applied to the pur- 


poses otherwise provided for in this 
act.Section 7. Each and every county 
"treasurer of this Commonwealth shall 
keep in a" book, to be supplied by the 
Board of Game Commissioners at the 
cost of the Commonwealth, a correct 
and complete record of all "Resident 
Hunter's License" issued by him. 
Such book shall be in the form of an 
alphabetical index; and it shall be the 
duty of each county treasurer to have 
entered therein, at the close of each 
week, the name and place of resi- 
dence of each individual to whom a 
license shall have been issued during 
that week; and to forward immedi- 
ately to the Game Commission a com- 
plete list of licenses granted, with 
names and addresses of licensees and 
numbers of their respective license, 
on blanks to be furnished by the 
Game Commission; and this index 
shall be open at any reasonable hour 
to the inspection of any officer of the 
Commonwealth whose duty it is by 
law to protect the wild birds and 
game of the Commonwealth. 


Section 8. Said county treasurers 
are herewith authorized to retain for 
services rendered the sum of ten 
cents from the amount paid by each 
licensee, which amount shall be tull 
compensation for services rendered 
by him in each case under the pro- 
visions of this act, and shall remit all 
balances arising from this source, at 
least once a month, to the State 
Treasurer, for the purposes other- 
wise provided for in this act. 
Each 
county treasurer shall make his re- 
turn to the State Treasurer upon a 
form to be supplied by the Board of 
Game Commissioners, at the cost of 
the Commonwealth, and shall in 
every instance forward a duplicate of 
such report to the Secretary of the 
Board of Game Commissioners at 
Harrisburg.

r)ials, game or otherwise, found eith- 
er! in possession or under control 


.the Suspected person, within this Com- 
monwealth. All birds and animals, 
or parts thereof, not classed as" game 
in this Commonwealth, thus seized, 
shall be held subject to the Order of 
the Board of Game Commissioners. 
All guns, boats, decoys, dogs, game, 
and shooting paraphernalia, seized 
when such arrest is made, shall be 
held subject to the determination of 
the 
proceedings 
instituted; and, 
where the party accused is convicted, 
all game seized shall be forfeited to 
the Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, 
and as soon as may be shall be for- 
warded to the most convenient hos- 
pital, for the use of the sick or in- 
jured therein. 
All guns, boats, de- 
coys, dogs, and shooting- parapher- 
nalia of every description, thus seiz- 
ed, shall be held subject to the pay- 
ment of the .penalty imposed and the 
costs of prosecution; and, unless se- 
curity be given as required by sec- 
tion thirteen of this act, all such 
seized guns, boats, decoys, dogs, and 
shooting paraphernalia shall be sold 
at public auction, after advertising 
the same five days, by at least five 
public handbills, conspicuously post- 
ed- in the city, borough, or township 
wherein the conviction was secured. 
Any fund thus arising shall be ap- 
plied, first, to the payment of the 
costs of prosecution; then, to the 
payment of the penalty imposed; and 
the remainder, if any, shall be re 
turned to the owner of the propertj 
seized. 
Where game, dogs, boats

(Continued From First 


We have mapped out an approxi- 
mate running schedule and figuring 
on bad weather, poor arrangements 
jy some relay managers, and terri- 
tory over mountains and rough coun- 
;ry, we advise you that your runners 
should be at their stations about 6 
o'clock a. m., on Wednesday, June 
25.This is an urgent appeal to you to 
be sure of accurate arrangements. 
We are assigning nd territory from 
this office except in a general way 
and where there are controversies. 
This determination of the extent of 
your division as up to you and Rev. 
M. A. Ki^ffier of Everett and Dr. E. 
Smith, Mayor of Schellsburg. 
Ordinarily, the territory rule is 
that each town receive"~the message 
at their city limits and deliver to the 
imits of the next town. We are not 
holding to this because distances vary 
between points and there are greater 
supplies of boys in some places.

Kansas leads the nation in some re- 


spects, and one of them is the method 
of deat'&g with its criminals, a meth- 
od largely due to the wise plans of 
Warden J. K. Codding, who is to speak 
at the coming Lincoln Chautauqua. 


Recently there occurred at the Kan- 


sas penitentiary an incident that is 
almost unbelievable. 
Several of the 


prison buildings-burned and the walls 
of the prison were endangered. 'Night 
came on and the lighting system was" 
out of order, affording the best possi- 
ble chance for escape. But not one. 
prisoner even made so much, as a dem- 
onstration. Instead, they went to 
work with a will, acting as firemen, 
and by their efforts some of the build- 
ings were saved. A number of the 
convicts proved themselves real he- 
roes. The time came when the honor 
system and methods of Warden Cod 
ding were -put to a severe test,^ and 
they stood the test admirably. 


As one of the leading lawyers of his 


State, and as a capable business man, 
some time before ,this Mr. Codding 
lad been urged.to "tak§ charge of the 
penitentiary for a few weeks until the 
governor, could,"Jind some one to put 
In. that place. MT. ;C«wding has been 
there ever/ since' and" has made a rec 
ord that has attracted attention -all 
over the country. Tinder his manage 
ment, the prisoners are given three 
square meals a day, instead of soup; 
they play ball every day after dinner 
and are" made to feel that they are 
men, not criminals. 


As special law enforcement attorney 


for the State Temperance union, Mr 
Codding did such thorough work "that 
thirty-five law defying counties wer< 
forced to obey the law, and all but a 
dozen out of three hundred 'cases 
prosecuted resulted in victories 
fo 


Codding and his followers.

Advice For Campers 


Before you start on your camping 


trip, if you have ,not aheady done 
so, paraffine your tent. 
There are 


very few, if any, tents that will not 
let in some dampness during a heavy 
ram, but if you paraffine yours, even 
il it is of the lightest material, it will 
shed every diop of water, and it ^vill 
not mold when you fold it up 


To do this, first set up your tent 
ill a sunny spot and let it dry thor- 
oughly. If it is about a ten by twelve 
a pound of parafline and a gallon of 
gasoline will do for one coat, and 
one will answer if evenly spread. 
Leave the gasoline at the tent while 
you melt the parafflne in a skillet in 
tlie house 
When sizzling hot, take 


it out and pour into the gasoline. 
Apply instantly with either a sprajer 
or brush. And remember above all 
things you must not smoke or strike 
a match, or allow anyone around 
who-'does, while you are doing this 
lob.—July Outing.

Save Part of the Lime Bill 


One of the most interesting experi- 


ments shown to the 1,500 farmers at 
State College recently was the side 
by side test of acre plats, showing- 
how to get clover stands on clover 
sick lani 
we saw: 


Acre No. 1—Treatment, nothing; 


result, clover failure. 


Acre No. 2—Treatment, 1,000 Ibs 


stone lime; result, splendid clover. 


xAcre No. 3—Treatment, 150 Ibs. 


acid phosphate; result, clover failure. 


Acre No. 4—Treatment, lime as in 


No. 2 and 250 Ibs. phosphate; result 
same as in No 2. 


Acre No. 5—Treatment, nothing; 


result, clover failure. 


Most of us "use from 50 bushels per 


acre up; and the cost is from $4 up 
at the kiln. Then we ought to add 
from $3 to $4 per acre for hauling 
and spreading; and the spreading by 
hand is the meanest job on earth. 


Our drills will spread 1,000 pounds 


air-slaked lime per acre; and we can 
hang burlap sacks back of the hose 
to take up the dust. 
This saves 
three-fourths of the lime bill and cuts 
out a mean piece of work. 


On very poor land we have been 


using about 1,000 pounds of lime at 
oats and wheat seedings, making a 
ton in the two applications (12 to 14 
bushejs of stone lime, air-slaked). 
We have found that most of the land 
that has been out of grass and has 
washed and packed will give returns 
that justify the two applications, but 
more is not needed.

of them inclined to. 75 to 100 bush- 
els in preference to the smaller quan- 
tities 
Now, as a matter of fact the 


movement of the soil water-will wash 
out all the lime from fields worked 
in the rotation before the'end of the 
seventh year; and it is quite evident 
that what we really want is not the 
heavy applications at once, but ligh- 
ter applications made oftener. 
• And 


these applications give the best re- 
turns when made in time to do their 
work with- the legumes, field peas, 
soy beans, clover, alfalfa, etc. 


Of course it is not particularly 


healthy for the drill to use it for 
spreading lime; but better save the 
farm than the drill, 


How many crops of clover, such as 


was shown at State College, would it 
take to buy a new drill if you wore 
one out with lime? 
Or, how long 


would it take to pay for the little 
damage to the drill out of the money 
saved on the lime bill? 


In this district we have had splen- 


did results from single and double ap- 
plications of lime through the drill. 
We have also had splendid results 
from inoculating the clover seed, 
thereby imparting fresh vigor and 
foraging power to the plant. But, hi 
the long run, inoculation is not going 
to take the place of lime 
And, any- 


way, why not combine the liming and 
inoculation and thereby get the very 
best results with the least expendi- 
ture of money needed for other pur- 
poses?
